.T l Lincoln’s city hall have contributed little up 


to the present time to understanding of Lincoln’s 


tax problems. 
The issues raised by Councilman Rees Wilkin­ 


son are questions not new nor unfamiliar. Are there 
clear and unmistakable discriminations in the tax 
assehsmenU and valuations? If so, then the ma­ 
chinery exists for correction. Are the occupation 
taxes levied uptm certain types of business inade­ 
quate, or are they being ignored entirely? If so, 
then the machinery exists for correction. 
Mr. Wilkinson’s greatest difficulty, it may de­ 
velop will come through his own unwillingness to 
telk ¡bout taxes in terms that the majority of the 
public understands. There are real estate taxes 
upon home owners, for example; and upon business 
and industrial property; upon all forms of real 
estate. There are personal taxes of a tangible 
character. Mr. Wilkinson persists in talking about 
•‘the itate-use taxes.” It would be much more 
simple to refer to real and personal taxes paid 
by individuals or by corporations; and every in­ 
dividual or corporation that owns real or personal 
property pays taxes. If individuals or corporations 
do not possess real property, they pay real estate 
taxes in the form of rent. 
One phase of Lincoln’s tax problem has not been 
touched in all of the discussion. In comparison 
with other cities and counties 
in the state, real 
estate values here, together with personal valua­ 


tions are high. 
But as 
recently evidenced in an offering of 
bonds, the 
finances of the city of Lincoln are on 
a healthy, sound basis, of the highest character, 
which could only reflect careful and thoughtful 
administration of the community’s financial af­ 


fairs.

ONE LAST LUNGE

F SECRETARY OF WAR STIMSON rubbed his 
eyes in astonishment over some of the press 
leports coming out of Washington Thursday, It 
would be with justification. Those reports revived 
the old speculation of the possibility of an attack 
by Japan, oi by Germany, or by both, by air, 


against the American Sv boards. 
Mr. Stimson. who throughout the entire war 
has been as stable and comfortable as a block of 
granite, aloof from any of the controversies that 
have swept through Washington, was not connected 
directly with this speculation by the newa hounds. 
They hung it on to unrevealed “army authorities” 
who, it was said, still fear the two axis nations 
may undertake something in desperation. There 
always has been that possibility. There is less like­ 
lihood of it now than a few months back, but it 
does remain as a potential danger. Not that any raid 
which either Japan or Germany could Initiate 
would contribute any decisive military results. 
They would at best give the axis propagandists 
something to talk about—something to distract 
the attention of their distracted people—and take 
them away from their own misery for a few hours 
or a few days.

[T^TLER, as the guiding spirit in the Berlin- 
. 7 i Rome-Tokyo alliance, has two clear choices 
in his present predicament. 
He can fight it out stoically to the end—w ith­ 
out a moan nor whimper.

Hitler already 
has lost his war, along with his partners; if he 
can salvage something, a little bit, out of the 
ruin of his grandiose dream of world power, that 
is what he and his people can be expected to 
undertake.

NCLE SAM is the cock of the walk these 
days. Beyond question America’s contribution 
to the fight against the axis has inspired in both 
Japan and Germany greater hatred of the United 
states than that against the British 
and 
the 
Russians. Without American help in the supply of 
arms and equipment there is every reason to be­ 
lieve Hitler would have taken Stalingrad. 
Without American help there is every reason 
to believe Hitler’s legions still would be occupy­ 
ing a portion of north Africa, even headed east to 
join hands with their allies. 
It was weapons m anufactured in this country— 
planes and tanks and guna—that turned the tides 
of war. Hitler and the German high command 
know this just as Hindenburg recognized in 19 18 
It was America’s capacity for production that de­ 
feated the armies of the late kaiser. 
Naturally the nazi hatred that previously spent 
itself against the British and the Russians now is 
directed against the American people. If Hitler 
attempts to go on and on, the absence of an at­ 
tempted direct attack against the United States 
will be due to a lack of strength on the part of 
both Germany and Japan to make it.

We have been discussing this 
week a somewhat new develop­ 
ment, technically called psychoso­ 
matic medicine, which rests on the 
idea 
that 
in 
a 
great 
many 
diseases not only the body but 
also the mind and the soul are 
disturbed, and that they progress 
together, 
one 
influencing 
the 
other, toward recovery or towards 
a more and more involved state 
of invalidism. 
The conception is valuable both 
from the standpoint of the causa­ 
tion of invalid states and aLso for 
their treatm ent. Certainly one of 
the legitimate criticisms against 
the average practitioner of medi­ 
cine at the present time is that he 
regards all of his invalids from 
one of two viewpoints. Either he 
thinks the disturbance is entirely 
from malfunction of the body and 
that it can be treated by cathar­ 
tics and pills and diet and massage 
and such things alone, or he veers 
to the other extreme and thinks 
that the mind, soul and emotions 
of the patient are primarily to 
blame and by the use of sugges­ 
tion and other forms of psycho­ 
therapy he can bring about a com­ 
plete readjustm ent. 
Functional Somatic Changes 
The science of psychosomatic 
medicine holds to the belief that 
neither of these views alone is en­ 
tirely serviceable either to explain 
the causation or the treatm ent of 
disease of this kind. 
Of course, it must be remem­ 
bered that when we refer te so­ 
matic changes w*e mean functional 
somatic changes. A patient may 
have 
a 
pneumonia 
which 
is 
caused by the entrance of a germ 
into the lungs and produces com­ 
pletely organic changes that can 
be seen and felt and detected 
under the 
microscope. 
Nothing 
that the patient thinks or feels 
about this condition has any in­ 
fluence on it at all. 
But take such a functional con­ 
dition as the headache whi<:h we 
call migrane, which comes in at­ 
tacks, or the extreme fatigue that 
goes 
with 
neurasthenia; 
while 
these symptoms are very real, we 
have never been able to find any 
change in th% tissues of the body 
of which they^are the seat to ex­ 
plain the symptoms. 
A muscle, 
when it contracts, makes a func- 
tiotial change; so does an intes­ 
tine when it goes into cramps. 
After the m uscular spasm is over, 


the muscle and the intestine look 
exactly the same as before. This 
IS what we mean by functional. 
Anxiety Neuroses 
Besides neurasthenia and mi­ 
graine the psychosomatic advo­ 
cates think of anxiety neuroses, 
states of mental depression, neu­ 
ralgia, many forms of arthritis 
and dyspepsia as examples of 
psychosomatic disease. 
The entire field of the endo­ 
crine glands is a very good ex­ 
ample of psychosomatic 
medi­ 
cine, The gland secretes too much 
or too little and it may not appear 
to be diseased whatever under 
the microscope. And yet emo­ 
tional factors may cause this in­ 
crease or decrease in secretion, 
which in turn creates the symp­ 
toms of which the patient com­ 
plains, 
Quite 
evidently 
in 
all 
these 
different conditions it 
is 
quite as im portant to approach 
the 
patient 
from 
the 
mental, 
emotional and psychic side, as 
well as to take advantage of the 
use of medicine, diet, massage, 
baths, exercise and a dozen other 
modalities known to the modern 
physician.

D. C.: Is it true a tuberculin 
vaccine would show if you ever 
had tuberculosis? Would a lluoro- 
scope be more accurate? I have 
heard they were dangerous to a 
patient. 
Answer: A tuberculin skin test 
is absolutely accurate in tubercu­ 
losis, but It does not tell whether 
the tuberculosis was recently ac­ 
quired, or is healed, or where it 
is. The fluoroscope is an X-ray 
with the patient standing in front 
of a screen so that the X-ray man 
can see the chest, but it does not 
take a perm anent film. In my 
opinion a p>ermanent X-ray film, 
which really means a photograph, 
is 
the 
only 
way 
tuberculosis 
shows up by means of the X-ray. 
Neither 
tuberculin 
nor 
fluoro­ 
scope is harmful.

HENEVER COMPLAINT is made through 
newspapers or otherwise of the conduct of 
congress, some of the members of that body put 
up a howl to the eifect that effort is being made 
to destroy the legislative branch of government, or 
at the very least to discredit it in the eyes of the 
public. Fact of the matter is that whenever con­ 
gress is brought into discredit it is through its own 
actions or practices, one of the most unpopular 
of which is the tacking extraneous amendments, or 
riders, to appropriation bills.

Oven Canning. 
A reader had a lot of asparagus 
that she wanted to can and she 
wanted to do the work as quickly 
as possible. So she used both the 
hot water bath and her oven. 
“You may tell your readers th.it 
they can use either hot or cold 
pack methods,” she writes. 
“Fill the jars with the vegetable, 
then add the water to within two 
inches of the top to allow room for 
boiling. 
Add onc-half teaspoon 
salt for pints and one teaspoon to 
quarts. 
Place jars on oven rack.s, 
but do not tighten lids all the 
way. Turn on heat after jars are 
put into oven. 
Set temperature 
at 250 degrees, counting time from 
the time oven is set. Then count 
three hours. Turn off heat, open 
oven and allow jars to cool in 
oven 
for a few minutes, thus 
avoiding sudden chilling. Screw 
lids tightly and do not tamper 
with the lids thereafter. 
“Remove from oven and invert 
jars, allowing them to stand in this 
position until contents are cool, 
preferably overnight. Heat paraf­ 
fin but do not allow it to boil, 
dip jars irdo paraffin by hand 
and allow the wax to harden 
slightly so that it will not run, 
then turn jars right side up. Allow 
to harden further. By so doing, I 
have a leakai?e and no 
spoilage.

In addition to higher point val-i 
lies for b eef, OPA also raised red! 
coupon costs of some cuts of veal.i 
lamb and mutton from 1 to 2 
points a pound. These cuts in­ 
clude leg of veal, veal cutlets, 
veal loin and rib chops, and simi­ 
lar lamb -mutton cuts. Point val­ 
ues of the most popular pork cuts 
were not changed. 
Canned fish items, with the ex­ 
ception of oysters, were increased 
from 8 to 12 points. Oysters went 
up from 3 to 5 points. 
“Red” reductions were confined 
for the most part to the fats, oils 
and dairy products groups. Mar­ 
garine and lard dropped 1 point 
—5 to 4—while “process” b utter, 
sold mainly in the south, ap­ 
peared on the tab le for tlae fir.st 
time at 4 points a pound. Regular 
b utter remains unchanged at 8 
points. 
Cheese Changes. 
Cheddar cheese retains a value 
of 8 points a pound, b ut lower 
values were estab lished for Group 
2 and 3 cheeses. Group 2, which 
includes cream, Neufchatel and 
creamed cottage cheese (contain­ 
ing more than 5 per cent b utter 
fat) now are listed at 2 points a 
pound, and Group 3, made up of 
Swiss,
